LOWEST III SOME 
LUES OF LIBOR 


St. Louis, J uly 3 1— (A.P.)—Pro­ 
duction in a number of import­ 
ant lines was at the lowest rate 
in more than half a decade in 
factories of the eighth 
Federal 
Reserv e district, according 
to 
the monthly rev iew of conditions 
made by the Federal 
Reserv e 
Bank of St. Louis. The condi­ 
tion is attributed to v acations 
and the closing down of many 
plants for repairs resulting in a 
further decrease in factory em­ 
ploy ment. 
The reactionary tendencies in 
trade and industry which hav e 
prev ailed in this district in 
a 
greater or less degree since last 
fall were emphasized, the rev iew 
stated, during the last 
thirty 
day s by reduced activ ities due to 
the usual seasonal influences. Al­ 
most univ ersally manufacturers 
are pursuing the policy of pro­ 
ducing only on orders, 
and in 
lines which at this time of the 
y ear ordinarily make up goods 
for all and winter distribution in­ 
v entories are unusually small. 
The rev iew further stated that 
the 
mov ement 
of 
commodity 
prices continues downward and 
in the case of wheat, corn, cot­ 
ton and certain other farm pro­ 
ducts v alues were at the lowest 
point since the beginning of the 
World War. Generally through­ 
out the district, the report said, 
unusually dry weather prev ailed 
resulting in serious damage to 
growing crops in some sections 
and adv ersely affecting the liv e­ 
stock and dairy ing industries. 
Activ ities at iron and 
steel 
j plants, the report showed, were 
reduced in more than the usual 
seasonal v olume, and the v olume 
I of new orders placed was 
the 
I smallest for any month this y ear. 
! Purchasing by the railroads and 
! the automobile industry was at 
low ebb and no improv ement was 
noted in the demand from 
the 
building and oil industries. Re­ 
duced production of bituminous 
coal was the rule in all fields of 
the district.

The fu nctio n o f v itamines has been co mpared 
to th a t o f a spark plu g in an engine. They are 
accesso ry fo o d facto rs, in th at they co ntribu te 
neither energy no r tissu e bu ilding m aterial, bu t 
are'essential to gro wth and life. 
Peo ple and anim als are no t able to pro v ide 
v itam ines w ithin their bo dies, and fo r this rea­ 
so n, if they are no t present in the fo o d y o u eat, 
affectio ns kno wn as deficiency diseases 
may 
appear. 
Therefo re, the ex ho rtio n th at y o u get y o u r 
daily po rtio n o f v itamines ev ery day is well wo rth 
fo llo wing, becau se it may be the m eans o f pre­ 
serv ing health.

Promoters ask 
permission to detour traffic for a 
few days or a week, and when it 
is not granted, occasionally will 
establish a blockade regardless 
of commission approval.

Last year such an occasion 


arose on State Road 34, handling 
a large amount of Illinois traffic 
to Indianapolis and other points, 
and last week a similar situation 
developed on Road 37, at Paoli, 
which city also is the junction 
of such important cross and di- 
agonal roads as United States 
Highway 150 and State Road 56.

St. Loiiis, July 31—(A.P.)—Pro- 


duction in a'number of import- 
ant lines was at the lowest rate 
in more than half a decade in 
factories of the eighth Federal 
Reserve district, according 
to 


the monthly review of conditions 
made by the Federal Reserye 
Bank of St. Louis. The condi- 
tion is attributed to vacations 
and the closing down of many 
plants .for repairs resulting in a 
further decrease in factory em- 
ployment. 


The reactionary tendencies in 


trade and industry which have 
iJtevailed in this district in a 
greater.or less degree since tost 
fall were emphasized, the review 
stated, .during the last 
thirty 


days by reduced activities due to 
the usual seasonal influences. Al- 
most universally manufacturers 
are pursuing the policy of pro- 
ducing only on orders, ;and in 
lines which at this time -of the 
year ordinarily make up goods 
for all and winter distribution in 
ventories are unusually small. 


The review further stated that 


the .movement of commodity 
prices continues downward and 
in the case of wheat, corn, cot- 
ton and certain other farm pro- 
:ducts. values were at" the lowest 
point since the beginning of the 
'World War. Generally through- 
out the district, the report said, 
unusually dry weather prevailed 
resulting in serious damage to 
.growing crops in some sections 
and adversely affecting the live- 
stock and dairying industries. 


Activities at iron and 
steel 


plants, the report showed, were 
reduced in more than the usual 
seasonal volume, and the volume 
of '• new orders placed was 
the 


smallest for any month this year. 
Purchasing by the railroads and 
the automobile industry was at 
low ebb and no improvement was 
noted in-the demand from the 
building and oil industries. Re- 
duced production of bituminous 
coal was the rule in all fields of 
the district.

Ifcat's a fan- question. It's one that the family 


physician win toe asking you,-if ne is consulted, 
before long, because greater importance is being 
placed on «ssential food factors in relation to 
iieslth, than ever before. 


The United States bureau of chemistry, in a 


summary of present knowledge of vitamines, 
says that vitamines should be sought in the gar- 
den or in the market, and not in the drug store. 


It is now known that there are at least five 


ivitamines, designated as A, B, C, D and E, >nd 
it is probable that others will be discovered. The 
absence of any one of the five from the diet will 
develop certain characteristic effects. 


The function of vitamines has been compared 


to that of a spark plug in an engine. They are 
accessory food factors, in that they contribute 
neither energy nor tissue building material, but 
are"%ssential to growth and life. 


People and animals are not able to provide 


vitamines within their bodies, and for this rea- 
son, if they are not present in the food you eat, 
affections known as deficiency diseases may 
appear. 


"' Therefore, the exhortion that you get your 
•dally portion of vitamines every day is well worth 
following, because it may be the means of pre- 
serving health.
